To  the  Coalville  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr, Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  a report 
respecting  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Urban 
Diotrict  for  the  year  1941. 

The  report  follows  the  instructions 
contained  in  Circular  2604, dated  the  24th. March, 1942, and  is 
prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Circulars  2314  and  2067, 
doted  26th. March  1941, and  19th. July  1940 , respectively  * 

For  the  first  few  months  of  the  year  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  v/ere  almost  v/holly  engaged  in  duties 
connected  with  the  Government’s  Evacuation  scheme,  but  a full 
time  Billeting  Officer  and  staff  now  having  been  appointed, 
the  normal  work  of  the  Dept,  has  been  again  made  possible.

for  omorgoncy  purposos. 

6 houses  formcrlv  drawing  water  from  privoto  wells 
were  connected "to  the  town  mains  during  the  ycor,  in  oddition 
to  connoctions  to  8 houses  formerly  using  a privoto  piped 
supply ,

Salvage  is  collected  by  the  Local  Authority  as  part  of  the 
ex i sting  cleansing  services  and  olso  by  business  and  trodespeople 
in  the  town.  ^ D.et.'  ils  of  these  privote  collections  are  not 
knewn.  One  voluntary  organisation  'makes  a collection  of  waste 
p.-per,  which  does  not  amount  to  more  than  a few  cwtSiper 
month.  Salvage  collection  covers  the  vdiole  of  the  Urban 
..rea'and  all  houses  arc  covered  at.  least  once  a 'month, 
here  salvage  is  heavy,  collection  is  much  more  frequent. 

This  service  interferes  with  refuse.,  c ollection-  to  some 
extent,  noi‘  yet  readily  to-  be  estimated.

3Gnplcs  were  from  producors  with  othcrv/isc  sotisfoctory 
records  end  inves tigotions  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  although  in  hoth  cases  changes  in  farm  workers 
had  taken  place  lust  prior  to  sampling. 

55  saraples  of  milk  Vv’ere  suhmitted  for  examination 
for  Tuberculosis.  6 of  these  were  curdled  and  1 broken  on 
arrival  at  the  laboratory.  27  saraples  vrere  negative  and  1 
positive.  As  a result  of  the  latter  sample  2 cov/s  vv'ere 
slaughtered  under  the  Order  from  one  farm  in  the  area. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Des  igna  i ons  )-  Order, 1936, 

5 licences  to  retail  Tuberculin  Tested,”  1 to  retail  Accredited 
and  1 to  retail  Pasteurised  milk  were  granted. 


(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods, 

All  trade  slaughtering  was  concentrated  under  the 
Ministry  of  Mood  o't  the  Co-operative  Society's  premises  in 
krvenstoiie  Rd.  As  slaughtering  is  also  carried  on  here  for 
adjoining  Authorities,  accomodation  and  facilities,  which 
were  formerly  seriously  restricted,  have  been  improved  by  the 
addition  of  extra  slaughter-halls,  hanging  accomodation  and 
cold  storage  room. 

i-.lmost  the  w'holc  of  the  Oiilma Is  slaughtered  at  those 
premises  vvere  inspcctcdt  ■ ■ ' 

The  keeping  and  slaughtering  of  pigs  by  orlvate 
householders  is  increasing,  but  not  all  the  premises  where 
slaughter  takes  plaice  are  satisfactory.  343  animals  were 
slaughtered  under  licence  during  the  year,  but  it  was 
possible  to  inspect  only  201  of  those,  duo  to  employment 
of  staff  on  other  duties,.

In  1940,  a s a t i s f a c t o r y s t a r t wa  s ma  do  w i t.h 
iwniunisation  a^'-inst  this  deadly  di.sca:GC,  and  at  the  end  of 
thf-t  t'car  19.6-  of  the  under  fives  had  b cn  imujuni sod ,.  and 
47.7^  of  the  5-15  age  group.  These  figures,  obviously, 
were  c'pable  of  considerable  inprovement. 

I regret  that  I a;a  un'h)lG  to  report  any  material 
nregress  during  1941.  lEt  had  been  intended  to  continue  with 
the  scheme  in  vdiich  the  servlets  of  the  local  doctors  v/cre 
used,  payment  being  made  on  a per  c;  pita  boai,g.  During  1941, 
the  Hinistry  of  Health  rec onirnonded  that  immunisation  should  be 
carried  out  on  a sessianal  basis,  and  when  requests  were  made 
for  -material  for  use  by  doctors  locally  working  on  the  former 
method,  some  d-'-mur  v/as  met  with  as  th.c  sessional  basis  was  not 
bci-ng  adopted,  hs  a result,  local  practitioners  v/crc  asked  If 
they  would-be  prepared  to  worir  on  j:  sessional  basis,  but  they 
felt  utnc-ble  to  accept  the  terias  offered,  finally , arrangements 
v;aro  made  with  the  County  Council,  thimugh  the  medium  of  Dr, 
Fairer,  for  members  of  the  Cnunty  Qaancll.  medica  1 , staff  to 
c -rr".  out  the  work,  and  in  the  autumn  it  v;as  found  possible  to 
make  a a-^art.
